CLASS  HISTORY 

Near  the  first  of  September  in  1942, 

Twas  then  that  our  school  work  we  began  to  do. 
Though  some  we  have  gathered  and  some  we  have  lost, 
For  some  there  be  who  have  found  greater  the  cost, 

Tis  now  we’ve  presented  with  honor  embossed. 


A  small  boy  with  tear-filled  eyes  and  trembling 
lips  looked  up  into  his  mother’s  face  and  said, 
“Mother,  I  don’t  want  to  go  to  school  any  more.” 
“Why  son,”  his  mother  told  him  tenderly,  “you 
must  go  to  school.  Why  don’t  you  want  to  go?” 
“Well,”  the  boy  answered,  “I  can’t  read  or  write 
and  the  teacher  won’t  let  me  talk,  so  I  don’t 
know  what  to  do.”  Many  of  us  as  members  of 
the  Class  of  ’54  were  probably  only  a  little  less 
confused  than  this  boy  after  our  first  day  at 
school.  Nevertheless  we  soon  became  accus¬ 
tomed  to  the  crowd  and  noises  that  character¬ 
ized  the  few  minutes  before  the  bell  in  the 
mornings,  the  pushing  through  the  doors  and 
running  from  the  building.  Yes,  we  soon  learned 
the  way  of  school  life  and  many  of  us  were 
pleased  with  the  thought  of  it. 

The  next  year  we  were  veterans  at  the  business 
and  this,  our  second  year,  and  the  years  that 
followed  saw  us  climbing  onward  and  upward 
learning  things  which  we  doubt  will  be  forgotten 
as  long  as  on  this  earth  we  do  dwell.  We  met 
reading,  writing,  arithmetic  and  later  we  became 
acquainted  with  such  things  as  spelling  and 
later  still  harder  language,  in  the  form  in  which 
it  was  then  mildly  introduced.  All  these  along 
with  the  facts  of  geography  and  history  and 
many  things  not  found  in  our  text  books  were 
either  totally  or  partly  by  one  means  or  the 
other  instilled  in  our  minds. 

Though  the  years  seemed  to  drag  by  for  us 
we  soon  found  ourselves  standing  at  the  door  of 
high  school  by  way  of  the  eighth  grade.  High 
school  brought  new  experiences,  new  thrills,  and 
new  sorrows,  with  what  seemed  to  most  of  us 
to  be  a  thousand  new  people.

This 
thing  called  algebra  was  new  to  us  but  we  were 
soon  introduced  and  began  the  toil  involved  in 
working  the  problems  found  therein.  The  classes 
seemed  long  but  when  the  bell  finally  rang  we 
were  off  again  happy  in  the  thought  that  we 
were  quite  grown  up  now. 

The  year  that  followed  this  was  one  in  which 
we  were  neither  the  fairest  nor  the  foulest,  the 
greenest  nor  the  most  learned.  This  heat  in  the 
race  for  the  diploma  seemed  extremely  mild 


after  our  turbulent  year  as  Freshmen.  We  did 
not,  however,  cease  to  meet  and  learn  of  things 
which  were  no  less  exciting  or  testing  than  those 
of  the  first  year. 

The  year  in  which  we  were  Juniors  we  began 
to  feel  as  if  we  were  somewhat  more  a  part  of 
our  school.

Thus  our  Junior  year  left  with  us 
memories  of  many  occurrences  both  pleasant 
and  unpleasant. 

“Receive  what  cheer  you  may,  the  night  is  long 
that  never  finds  the  day.”  Yes,  the  night  seemed 
long  but  the  day  finally  dawned  in  which  we 
found  ourselves  occupying  the  position  of  Sen¬ 
iors.  One  of  the  major  things  which  we  had 
worked  for  and  looked  forward  to  was  now  a 
reality.  We  enjoyed  the  thrill  of  being  so  near 
the  completion  of  our  high  school  career  though 
the  thoughts  of  parting  were  sad  for  many  of 
us.  Our  days  as  Seniors  brought  many  important 
decisions  to  be  made  to  be  put  in  action  then 
and  later.  We  remember  the  grind  of  our  classes 
and  the  effort  we  were  required  to  exert  in  them. 
Nevertheless,  the  enjoyment  we  found  in  just 
being  Seniors  was  enough  to  pay  us  for  our  ef¬ 
forts  not  to  mention  the  long  looked  for  gradua¬ 
tion. 

As  we  come  to  the  close  of  this  our  high  school 
career,  we  remember  many  varied  happenings 
throughout  the  years.  The  things  we  have  gath¬ 
ered  through  these  experiences  have  had  a  great 
part  in  building  of  you  and  I  as  persons.  What 
we  will  be  as  citizens  of  our  communities,  coun¬ 
ty,  state,  nation,  and  world  is  largely  determined 
by  what  we  have  been  taught  in  our  youth,  the 
things  we  have  accepted  and  learned  from  this 
teaching,  and  the  decisions  we  have  made  for 
our  life.  I  hope  we  as  the  Senior  class  of  ’54,  as 
we  now  approach  graduation  will  take  the  facts 
we  have  learned  and  the  decisions  we  have  made 
in  this  the  first  part  of  our  lives  seriously,  to  the 
extent  that  we  join  with  each  other,  with  the 
peoples  of  our  habitat,  and  with  God,  our  Cre¬ 
ator,  to  make  the  world  we  live  in  a  better  place 
for  everyone— a  world  of  freedom  and  peace.
